Was|iiBttoo, Feb. 26.— Senate— Tho 
•eoate Thursday passed both the agri- 
cultural and legislative, executive and 
Judicial appropriation bills. An amend- 
ment to the agricultural bill suggested 
by Mr. Hepburn (la.) caused an ani- 
mated dlscuBtion. It oontamplated su- 
^ ^nrislon of interstate commerce so 
aa to prevent tbe transfer of plants or 
seeds fraudulently marked from one 
sta^e to another. The amendment 
atafted a debate on paternalism. It 
was mled out on a point qf order. 

House— The building progratn of the 
navy contained in the pending naval 
bill occupied the attention of the 
house throughout the day, and the 
flgbt is by no means over. Tbe minor- 
ity members of the naval committee, 
under the leadership of Mr. Meyer 
(La.), first gave their endorsement to 
tne measure, are campaigning for a 
reduction in the number of ships to ho 
authorized. The amendment to MiiK< 
out the one battleahlp made Wednes- 
day by Mr. Burton (O.) was donated. 
The cruisers then were put to the test, 
and enough friends for them were 
found for their retention. Construc- 
tion of the ships in governnu iit yards 
proved to be a fruitful topic for discus- 
sion and an amendment by Mr. Bell 
(Cal.) requirins one coUier to be built 
in a government yard was adopted. A 
proposition for a preferential of 4 per 
cent. In favor of bids from the Pacific 
coast was defeated after Mr. McDer- 
' mott (N. J.) bad delivered a humorous 
speecu in which the shipbiuldlng trust 
. and tbe state ot New Jersey were put 
forward for the charitable -consldera- 
Uoo of the house. 

/♦Representative S. W. Smith (Mich.) 
introduced a blli directing the attor- 
ney general to institute quo warranto 
proceedings against tbe Waabipgton 
Qas Light Co. for the purpose of hav- 
ing determined and adjudicated the ac- 
tion of tno company in issuing $2,600,- 
000 in stock without authorization and 
presenting it as a gratuity to its stock- 
holders. 

Senator Fairbanks T)iursday Intro-

A CENSUS REPORT. 



pemff^ct For the Public Printing 
Looked Into. 

Frankfort, Feb. 26.— Senate— The in- 
vestigation of public printing by the 
special senate co^unittce see^s to be, 
assuming proportibns. llie commit- 
tee notified a number of witnesses to 
appear, but none have been examined 
yet. The senate passed what is known 
as the Louisville "ripper bill," but on- 
ly after a hard fight. The senate also 
pafsed the biU creating the new coun- 
ty ot Thome lout of 'parts of Pulaski, 
Whitley and Wayne. The territory in 
the county is but sparsely settled and 
property values are extremely low. 
The bill to create a new circuit court 
district out ot the cotintles ot Magof- 
fin, Knott and Floyd was raased by 
the senate as a su1»8tltute %r the 
house bill which Included Breathitt 
county In a new district. 

House— The house passed the' bill 
repealing the graded tax on manufac- 
tured tobacco. Mr. Aennaker offered 
a resolution requesting that Kentucky 
congrcesmen secure adequate compen- 
sation for rural free delivery carriers. 
It was laid over. The bill prohibiting 
the charging of rent tor natural or ar- 
tificial gas meters was reported ad- 
versely and killed. Tbe Mueller bill 
allowing sparring exhibitions with 
five-ounce gloves was reported favor- 
ably and advanced.

Production of Crude Petroleum In This 
Country In the Year 1902. 

Washington, Feb. 26. — The cen.sus 
ljureau Thursday Issued a preliminary 
report on the production of crude pe- 
troleum in tbe United States during 
the calendar year 1902. It shows a to- 
tal product of M.a7S^03 barrels ot 42 
gallons each, valued at 171,397,739, 
against 35,163,51.3 barrels, valued at 
$26,963,340, as reported by the 11th 
census, which covered the year 1889. 
The renort shows tt^t i^ l^i ^ere 
w^e 118,«7l weUs, I9,BI1 o0er«fors 
3,033 salaried employes drawing an 
aggregate of $2,986,768, a«d 17,552 
wage earners, drawing $13,2 12,3t')l.

115.811,726 and cost ot contract work 
n9,98«,«81;_^

The Mm Are Charged With Subor- 
nation of Perjury. 

Cynthlana, Ky.. Feb. 20.— At the 
morning session of the circuit court 
the grand Jury returned a true blli of 
indictment against Judge B. F. French, 
ot Winchester, Ky., and Bd Callahan, 
sheriff of Breathitt county, charging 
them with subornation of perjury In 
allegedly compelling and requesting 
A. C. Adams to perjure himself in the 
Jctt trial last summer in behalf of 
Jett. French is a prominent lawyer 
of Winchester, Ky., and represented 
Jeitt in the trial last summer. A. C. 
Adams was convicted Tuesday of per- 
Jur_y. He pleailed not g'lilty to the In- 
dictment. No evid( nee was given and 
the Jury found him guilty. Ho made 
a ^oat sensational speech for himself 
in ttie case "faesaay, implicating 
French and Callahan. Jasper King is 
now on trial for alleged perjury in 
court. He was a juror in the ease of 
Jett and Wliito last summer who re- 
fused to vote for the death penalty as 
the other 11 had agreed and the trial 
resulted in a life sentence. 



May Appeal His Case. 

Cynthiana, Ky , Feb. 26.— The mo-

ATTACK RENEWED. 

Gen. Pftiifr Sa}s Japanese Were 
Again Repulsed on Thursday 
at Fort Arthur, 



THE VICEROY MAKES SAME REPORT 



It is Thoufirbt That tiie Japanese Are 
Deterniineil to Rottic Up tUe 
Kussiau Fleet. 



The Japs Have Landed Troops at Pos- 

siet Bay and Subsequently Under- 
took Operations Against Hun- 
Chun and Tovirarde Klrinw 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 28.— Following 

the dispatch of Maj. Gen. rtlnp;, say- 
ing the Japanese had again attacked 
Port Arthiir Thursday morning and 
had been repulsed. Viceroy Alexietr 
has sent in an identical report to the 
ctar. 

The fact that the JajMinese have re- 
newed the attack is interi)rete(l here 
to mean that they are dct»;rmlned to 
bottle up or destroy the Russian fleet 
at Port Arthur in order to give them- 
selves freedom tor land maneuvers to 
cut off or Invest the city, or as a feint 
to cover a movement elsewhere. 

Yin Kow, Feb. 20. — iXativo reports 
that the Japanese have landed at Pos- 
siet bay, and subsequently undertook 
operations against Huncbun and to- 
wards Klrin, have received qnalifled 
confirmation from English missionary 
refugees who have arrived at New 
Chwang. The people say the Riisso- 
Chincse bank has removed from Kirin 
to Kwan Cheng Tsi, where commercial 
Interests are seeking safety and de- 
fense. This reported advance has pro- 
duced consternation among the Euro- 
pean civilians residing in the line of 
march. It i.s reported also that the 
Russian governmQnt bureau at Vladi- 
vostok has withdrawn to Khavarovsk. 

Foreign engineers on the Shan Hal 
Kwang-New Chwang railroad say that 
according to their information there 
is no Russian force west of the Llao 
river, with the exception of a guard ot 
26 Cossacks at Koupantkou. 

London. Feb. 29.— War correspond- 
ents and Buropeans in Japan, com- 
menting upon the success of Japanese 
onU'ials in preserving secrecy regard- 
ing all the operations of war, declare 
this "conspiracy of silence" is not only 
confined to government and service 
circles, but that it extends to every 
section of the community. All classes 
of people are submitting with marvel- 
ous patience to being deprived of news 
which they recognize as imperative to 
the success of the cause. It is un- 
do^ubtedly in pwrp^iance of this policy 
that no Japanese account of tbe Port 
Arthur attacks has yet been published 
and none Is expected until Adm. Togo 
has completeil his designs there. 

In the meantime if the rejwrt from 
Yin Kow of a Japanese landing near 
Vladivostok, which at present is based 
on thissionary and native statements, 
should prove correct, a most Imiwr- 
taut and new development in the Jap- 
anese operations will have been re- 
vealed, as it points to an attack on 
Vladivostok, from which Possiet l)ay 
is (mly a little over 70 miles distant. 

The report that the railroad has 
been cut lietween Harbin and Vladi- 
vostok may possibly be connected with 
these operations; but until more re- 
liable Information is forthcoming, this 
report must be received with reserve. 
It has already been reported from To- 
klo that certain Russian forces were 
concentrating at Possiet bay. 

Almost all the English newspapers, 
in discussing Viceroy Alexieff's re- 
ports, Incline to the belief that Adm. 
Togo succeeded in so far aa to make 
the channel impafsable for large bat- 
tleships, even if it Is stlH free to small- 
er craft, and presume that the reported 
second fittack was devoted to an at- 
tempt to sink tyrtlier pbslftcles to aav-

London, Feb. 29.— In a cablegram 
from Shanghai a correspondent of the 

Dally Mail reports the arrival there 
of the Japanese cruisers Idzumo, Su- 
ma and Akltsushlma. A Tien-Tsin cor- 
respondent ot ^« Standard sends a re- 
port from a native source that the Rus- 
sians have burned a large village near 
the Sungarl river and massacred the 
inhabitants, Including the women, In 
revenge tor an attempt to wreck tbe 
Snngari bridge. 

For a Monument at Fort Recovery. 

Washington, Fet). 20.— The senate 
committee on military affairs author- 
ized a favorable report on a bill ap- 
propriating 126,000 for the erection of 
a monument at Fort Recovery, O., for 
530 men and 51 ofllcers under Gen. 
Arthur St. Clair, who were massacred 
by Indians. 



THE VICKSBURG INCIDENT. 



It Caused Much Irritation Against the 
United States In Russia. 

St. Petersburg, Fob. 20.— The irrita- 
tion against the United States on ac- 
count of supposed unfriendly attitude 
eif that country towards Russia, which 
was slightly noticeable throughout the 
negotiation, seems to have become 
daily more pronounced: ami siiiee ttn^ 
Vicksl)urg incident at Chemulpo (when 
tbe commander ot this American gun- 
boat is said to have refused to unite 
with the commanders ot other foreign 
warships at Chemulpo to protest 
against the fighting which resulted in 
the ios.s of tlio Ru.Ksian warships \'ar- 
iag pnd Kurietz, and the fact that the 
Vlcksburg did not take on board sur- 
vivors ot the Russian ships), American 
business men herei are really alarmed 
concerning the pSistMs eltect upon 
American trade. 

Within the last few days orders for 
American goods have been counter- 
manded, the only explanation given be- 
ing that the prospective purchasers did 
not desire to buy American goods un- 
der the present circumstances. United 
States Consul General Watts has been 
appealed to in the case of the Ameri- 
can firm which bad a large contract 
for school supplies, the contract hav- 
ing been peremptorily cancelled. 

Orders for the Importation of a big 
consignment of wood pulp have also 
been countermanded, the intending 
purchaser saying in his letter that he 
could not be expected to do business 
with America after the Vlcksburf in- 
cident. •

Hie 
falhwwaa a reaidentot MaaonOoamv 
at one lime, but the Doctor Ih a nativn i t 
Lewis. Dr. Layton is a preacher as well 
aa a physician, and hia wife, who waa 
with him in his three yeara work in Af- 
rica, ia alao a physician, being a graduate 
of one of the Chicago colleges. They 
were the only pbysidana in the Congo 
country, and the speaker laughingly re- 
marked that they had a monopoly of the 
practice in a country nearly half as large 
aa the UnHod Htatea. Ilieir principal 
work, however, was preaching the (ioa- 
pel, and Dr. layton told of its wonderful 
power to uplift and civiliie theae mfott- 
nnate peoples. The natives belong to 
the negro race, but do not resemble the 
negro of this countrv, being more like 
the people of India. The missionaries 
labor under the greatest dilliculties and 
disadvantagea. The climate is such that 
they cannot remain longer than three 
yeara at a time. The average life cf the 
natives is only about twenty five years.
